• Wednesday’s match marks the 39th all-time meeting between two of the founding 
teams of MLS ... Colorado leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two 
clubs, 18-11-9 

• New England is 8-6-5 in matches played at home, including a 5-3-4 mark at Gil¬ 
lette Stadium ... on the road, the Revs have struggled, posting a 3-12-4 record in 
matches played in Colorado, and are winless (0-2-2) at Dick’s Sporting Goods Park 

• While New England is winless against Colorado in the last four years - going 0-3-5 
against the Rapids since the start of the 2008 season - the Revs have picked up one 
point in five matches in that span 

• Wednesday’s match will be the first - and only - time that the two teams meet in 
2012 .. .this is the first year since 1996 that the teams will not meet at least twice 

• The teams split the season series last year, playing to a scoreless draw at Gillette 
Stadium on May 7, followed by a 2-2 draw on July 23, at Dick’s Sporting Goods Park 

• The Revolution has not won the season series against Colorado since 2001, which 
was the first time the club won since the first two season series in 1996 and 1997 

• The Revolution’s last win against Colorado came in 2007, when the Revs took a 1-0 
win at Gillette Stadium on Sept. 29 behind Khano Smith’s 88th-minute goal 

• The Revolution and Rapids have yet to meet in a match outside of the MLS regular 
season 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST COLORADO 

• Benny Feilhaber, Kenny Mansally and Shalrie Joseph are the only three current 
Revs players who have scored goals against Colorado 

• Benny Feilhaber recorded his first career MLS goal on July 23, 2011, when he 
opened the scoring in the 25th minute and Joseph's 90th minute goal - a penalty 
kick - was the equalizer at Dick's Sporting Goods Park, as the teams played to a 2-2 
draw. 

• Chris Tierney has recorded three of his 12 total career assists in six appearances 
against Colorado, the most assists Tierney has recorded against any MLS opponent 

• Kenny Mansally’s second-half strike in Commerce City in 2008 leveled the game and 
earned the Revs’ their first result in Colorado since 2004 

• Shalrie Joseph has made a team-high 17 appearances against Colorado, recording 
one goal, one assist and a team-high 17 shots 

• Kevin Alston and Stephen McCarthy have each recorded an assist against Colorado, 
as McCarthy earned the primary assist on Benny Feilhaber's goal last season on 
July 23, while Alston was credited with the secondary assist 

• Matt Reis is 7-7-5 all-time against Colorado, and has posted a 1.20 goals against 
average, including six shutouts ... with the Revs, he is 3-7-4 with three shutouts

Shalrie Joseph scored the game-tying goal from the penalty spot in the 90th minute to help 
the 10-man New England Revolution escape Dick’s Sporting Goods Park with a 2-2 draw 
against the Colorado Rapids. Benny Feilhaber gave the Revs a halftime lead with his first 
goal for New England in the 25th minute, but Caleb Folan equalized for the Rapids when 
he converted a 65th-minute penalty kick moments after Chris Tierney was issued a straight 
red card. Kosuke Kimura then put Colorado in front with a fluke goal from inside his own 
half in the 82nd minute, only for Joseph to equalize with the converted penalty.

BUSY STRETCH CONTINUES 

Beginning last Saturday at New York, the Revolution is in the midst of its first of its three- 
games-in-eight-days stretches this season with upcoming games on Wednesday at home 
against Colorado and at Real Salt Lake on Saturday ... save for to-be-scheduled U.S. Open 
Cup matches which will fall mid-week later this season, the Revs will two more three-in-eight 
stretch this season: July 14 vs. Toronto, July 18 at Montreal and July 21 at Kansas City; AND 
August 29 vs. Chivas USA, Sept. 1 vs. Philadelphia and Wednesday, Sept. 5 vs. Columbus ... 
both the current the next upcoming three-in-eight stretches include at least two away games, 
while the final one of the season have back-to-back-to-back home games. 

SHALRIE SET FOR APPEARANCE #250 

Should captain Shalrie Joseph play on Wednesday against Colorado, it will be his 250th 
career appearance - all coming with the Revolution ... Joseph already holds a host of club 
longevity records, passing current head coach Jay Heaps, as the club leader in minutes 
played (21,926) and appearances (249) earlier this season ... Joseph set the club record for 
starts (245) in the final game of the 2011 season. 

REIS STILL WAITING FOR WIN #100 

Matt Reis is still looking to record win number 100 ... he picked up his 99th career win at LA 
on March 31 and has been looking to reach the century mark for the last three games ... 
when he reaches win number 100, Reis will become just the sixth goalkeeper in MLS history 
to reach the 100-win markjoining Kevin Hartman (174), Zach Thornton (131), Nick Rimando 
(127), Joe Cannon (111) and Scott Garlick (107)... Reis won 17 games with the Galaxy from 
1998 to 2002 before earning his last 82 wins with the Revolution. 

LOOKING TO STEM THE TIE AGAINST COLORADO 

The Revs haven't been able to find much success against Colorado in series history... the 
Revolution hasn’t won the season series against Colorado since 2001 ... in fact the Revs have 
only won the season three times in club history: 1996 (2-1), 1997 (2-1) and 2001 (1 -0-1)... 
last year, the teams drew the two-game set, playing to a 0-0 draw at Gillette Stadium on May 7 
and a 2-2 draw in Commerce City on July 23. 

MAYBE HOME COOKIN’ WILL HELP 

While the Revs are winless (0-3-5) against Colorado since the start of the 2008 season, the 
Revs have picked up five of the teams’ nine all-time draws against the Rapids in that span ... 
additionally, the Revs are 8-6-5 at home against the Rapids’ all-time, including a 5-3-4 mark at 
Gillette Stadium ... the Revs' last win in the series - 1-0 on Sept. 29, 2007 - came at Gillette 
Stadium. 

LOTS OF HOME COOKIN’ COMING UP 

Saturday's game at New York marked the end of the road-heavy portion of the team's 
schedule to open the year as five of the team's first seven matches were on the road to start 
the 2012 season ... coming up, eight of the team's next 11 matches will be played at Gillette 
Stadium spanning May 2 through July 14 with stand-alone trips to Real Salt Lake (May 5), 

D.C. (May 26) and Toronto (June 23) on deck ... so far the Revs are 1-1-0 at home this year. 

ONE-GOAL DOWNFALLS 

Saturday's loss to New York marked the third consecutive loss in a one-goal game after back- 
to-back losses at Dallas (1-0, April 5) and against D.C. United (2-1, April 14)... the Revs are 
now 1 -4-0 in one-goal games on the season ... the Revs also lost the opening game of the 
season, 1-0 at San Jose ... New England picked up its only one-goal win the home opener 
on March 24, a 1-0 victory against Portland at Gillette Stadium... last season, the Revs went 
3-10-0 in one-goal contests. 

REVS SCORING WOES CONTINUE 

The Revs scored one goal in the month of April - a sixth-minute goal from Jose Moreno on 
April 14 against D.C. - but were shut out in two road contests at Dallas (April 5) and New York 
(April 28)... the one-goal total was the fewest amount of goals scored in the month of April in 
club history, and the first time the team did not register at least three goals in the month since 
2006 (two goals in four games)... the Revs have been shut out four times this season. 

THREE STRAIGHT LOSSES PUT REVS IN TOUGH SPOT 

After gaining a .500 winning percentage in Week 4 following a 3-1 win at LA, the Revs posted 
a 0-3-0 record in the month of April and have a .286 winning percentage, the second-lowest in 
MLS behind winless Toronto (0-7-0)... the Revs were unable to secure a point in the month of 
April and experienced the club’s first-ever winless April. 

REIS DOING HIS BEST TO KEEP REVS IN GAMES 

Following a 3-0 loss on March 17 at Kansas City, Matt Reis has conceded just five goals in 
five games, but the goalkeeper has won just two of those matches ... in the current five-game 
stretch, Reis has posted a 1.00 goals against average and has averaged three saves per 
game, but the Revs' attack has only scored five goals in those games - three coming in a 3-1 
win at LA on March 31 - and has been shut out twice. 


REIS HAS BEEN THE GO-TO GUY IN NET 

Matt Reis has played every minute in goal through seven games this season, marking the first 
time since 2008 that Reis has done so ... in 2008, Reis started the club’s first 19 games of 
the season and missed just three games that year... Reis missed four games early in 2009 
with knee inflammation, 12 games in early 2010 while on the disabled list following off-season 
shoulder and knee surgeries, and two games early in 2011 with an adductor strain. 

IRON MEN COUNT DWINDLING 

Only four Revs have started all seven games this season: Matt Reis, Kelyn Rowe, Clyde 
Simms and A.J. Soares ... only one other player-Lee Nguyen - has appeared in all seven 
games as he came on as a second-half sub at San Jose in the season opener before taking 
up the starting left midfield role in the second games of the year... Ryan Guy, who appeared 
in the first six games of the season, missed Saturday's game in New York with calf tightness. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD NOT ENOUGH 

The Revs held the possession advantage against New York on Saturday - holding the ball 
for nearly 60 percent of the game (58.9 percent) - but were unable to come away with any 
points on the road ... Saturday marked the second time this season - and second time in 
three games - that the Revs won the possession battle, following a 58.4 percent possession 
advantage at Dallas on April 5 ... the Revs were out-possessed in the first four games of the 
season and still managed to earn two wins. 

THE McCARTHY-SOARES ERA 

In their sophomore seasons, A.J. Soares and midfielder-turned-defender Stephen McCarthy 
have been the starting center back duo in six-of-seven games this season ... when the duo 
has been on the field at the same time, the team has conceded an average of 1.00 goal per 
game ... after McCarthy was ejected in the 14th minute at Kansas City on March 17 and then 
served a one-game suspension on March 24 at home, the pair has played every minute next 
to each other in the center of the Revs' defense. 

TIERNEY MOVES UP IN CORNER KICK RANKINGS 

With two corner kicks taken on Saturday at New York, Chris Tierney now has 110 career 
corner kicks and moved into sixth place on the club record list for corner kicks, passing Alberto 
Naveda (108)... Tierney, averaging 1.29 corner kicks per game this season (nine corner 
kicks, seven games), could potentially move into the top five Revolution corner-kick leaders 
against Columbus on June 16, as he sits nine behind fifth-place Andy Dorman. 

TAKING A BREAK FROM THE EAST FOR A WEEK 

The Revs will face two Western Conference opponents this week - hosting Colorado on 
Wednesday and traveling to Salt Lake on Saturday - and look to defend a 2-2-0 record 
against the West this season ... the Revs have averaged 1.00 goal per game against Western 
Conference teams this season, better than the club's overall 0.71 goals per game average its 
0.33 goals per game average against the Eastern Conference in 2012. 

WELCOME BACK TO GILLETTE STADIUM, WHERE THE GOALS COME EARLY 

On Wednesday, the Revs will play just their third home game this season and their first since 
a 2-1 loss to D.C. United on April 14 ... in each of the two home games this season, the Revs 
have scored one goal - the team’s lone goal in those games - in the first 10 minutes of the 
game: a first-minute strike by Saer Sene on March 24 was followed by a sixth-minute volley 
by Jose Moreno on April 28 ... while the Revs were able to hold the lead for a shutout against 
Portland on March 24, the Revs conceded a goal to D.C. just 13 minutes later, and later gave 
up the game-winner in the 82nd minute. 

RARE NOT TO SEE THAT GUY OUT THERE 

Ryan Guy missed Saturday’s game at New York with calf tightness, marking the first time in 
15 games, dating back to August 20, 2011, that Guy did not appear in a game ... following 
three substitute appearances in early September 2011, Guy started the final five games of the 
season before appearing in each of the first six games this season, including four starts. 

MORENO-SENE STRIKER PAIRING MAKES CONSECUTIVE STARTS 

Jose Moreno made his second consecutive start on Saturday, the second time that the 
newcomer has lined up with Saer Sene on the forward line ... so far this season, five different 
players have earned starts at forward: Blake Brettscheider, Fernando Cardenas, Ryan Guy, 
Moreno and Sene.

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BENNY’S BACK AND WILL CONTINUE TO DRAW WHISTLES 

Benny Feilhaber returned to action against D.C. on April 14 and has now made two consecu¬ 
tive substitute appearances, after missing four games with a left peroneal strain suffered 
on March 17 in Kansas City... known for his technical ability and ability to hold possession, 
Feilhaber’s eight fouls suffered - in only three appearances and 231 minutes played - are 
good for fifth on the club ... in 2011, Feilhaber was second in MLS with 71 fouls suffered (in 
23 games), averaging a foul suffered every 28.8 minutes ... his 2012 average is current a foul 
suffered every 28.8 minutes. 

REVS NEED TO SCORE FIRST TO WIN? 

The Revs are an example of why scoring the first goal is vitally important in soccer... New 
England is 2-1-0 this season when scoring the first goal, earning wins against Portland (1-0, 
March 24) and at LA (3-1, March 31) ... however, conversely, the Revolution is 0-4-0 when 
its opponent scores first this season, and coincidently, the team has been shut out in each of 
those four games 

COLOMBIANS SEEING PLAYING TIME, BUT NOT EACH OTHER 

The Revs added three players from Colombia this season - forward Fernando Cardenas, 
defender John Lozano and forward Jose Moreno - and all three have seen playing time for 
the Revs through seven games this season, but the three have never been on the field at the 
same time in a game ... Lozano and Cardenas saw the field at the same time for the first 69 
minutes of the season opener on March 10 at San Jose, but Cardenas and Moreno have only 
been on the field at the same time for just 11 minutes - Moreno's 79th-minute debut at Dallas 
on April 5 ... because of injury and subsequent fitness, Lozano has not made an appearance 
since the season opener, while Cardenas has been a substitute in four of the last five games, 
and Moreno has started the last two. 

BJORN GETTING A RUN IN 

Bjorn Runstrom has made two consecutive substitute appearances for the Revs, as the 
forward came on in the 75th minute Saturday following his Revolution - and MLS - debuts 
against D.C. on April 14 ... in both appearances, he has come on for Jose Moreno and lined 
up at forward ... in his 26 minutes of action, Runstrom has yet to record a shot. 

CALLS FOR A PENALTY? 

The Revs have yet to have a penalty kick awarded for or against them this season, despite 
taking one and defending three by this point - seven games in - in 2011 ... last season, the 
Revs drew seven penalty kicks, going 6-for-7 (Shalrie Joseph 4-for-5, Rajko Lekic 2-for-2). 

REVS HOPING FOR MAY FLOWERS 

After a winless April (0-3-0), the Revs will play five games in the month of May - a month in 
which the Revs struggled the last three years ... after a 3-1-1 record in May of 2008, the Revs 
won just one game in the month of May each in 2009 (1-2-2), 2010 (1-3-2) and 2011 (1-2-1). 

BOBBY AT THE READY 

Revolution goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth has yet to see the field in 2012, but has been Matt 
Reis’ primary back-up in each of the team’s first seven games this season ... last season, 
Shuttleworth stepped in and played seven games - including the final three - when Reis was 
unavailable, and last led the club to a 2-2 draw in the 2011 season finale at Toronto. 

GOOD TO HAVE THE CAPTAIN BACK 

Captain Shalrie Joseph returned to the field on Saturday against New York after missing the 
match against D.C. on April 14 while serving a one-game MLS Disciplinary Committee suspen¬ 
sion stemming from a tackle on April 5 at Dallas ... this season, Joseph has a team-best two 
assists ... Matt Reis wore the armband on April 14 in Joseph’s absence. 

DEFENSE ONLY GOES SO FAR 

The team has had only one multiple-goal effort this season - a 3-1 win at LA on March 31 ... 
with just five goals in six games - an 0.71 goals per game average - the Revs are one of six 
teams in MLS to average less than one goal per game: Vancouver (0.88), Columbus (0.86), 
Toronto (0.86), Philadelphia (0.71) and Chivas USA (0.50)... the Revs, however, are the only 
team in the group that has recorded a three-goal game. 

ASSIST-MEN IN NEW SYSTEM 

Despite being tied for 17th in MLS in goals scored (five), the Revs are tied for eight in assists 
with seven through seven games ... Jay Heaps’ newly-instilled passing-based and attack- 
oriented system has been embraced by the club, with the team's assist total demonstrating 
this ... six different players have recorded assists this season: Shalrie Joseph (2), Kevin Alston, 
Ryan Guy, Lee Nguyen, Saer Sene and Chris Tierney ... in 2011, the Revs recorded 30 total 
assists in 34 games (on 38 goals) to rank last in MLS (18-of-18 teams). 

PLAYING CLEAN 

The Revs have been whistled for only 69 fouls this season (9.86 per game), ranking 17th of 19 
teams ... the club has committed 10 or fewer fouls in five of seven games so far this season ... 
additionally, Revs players have only been shown six yellow cards - the league’s lowest mark 
... New England has already played two games without being shown a yellow card this year. 


REIS HAS ANOTHER MILESTONE ON HORIZON 

After recording save number 1,000 in March, Matt Reis now has a significant ironman 
milestone up next... Reis enters Wednesday’s game with 19,902 minutes played in New 
England and is 98 minutes shy of becoming just the third Revs player to log 20,000 minutes for 
the club, trailing Shalrie Joseph (21,926 minutes) and Jay Heaps (21,566 minutes)... if Reis 
remains healthy and in goal, he could reach the 20,000-minute milestone with the Revs this 
Saturday, on the road at Real Salt Lake. 

MELLOW YELLOW CONTINUES 

Less than one season removed from setting a club red-card record with 10, the Revs have 
been issued just six yellow cards through seven games - a league-low - while leader Real 
Salt Lake has been cautioned 17 times in 10 games ... in 2011, the Revs averaged 1.59 yel¬ 
low cards per match - finishing with 54 - but this year’s squad has averaged fewer than one 
(0.83) caution per game. 

REVS AMONG TOP TEN IN SHOTS ON GOAL 

The Revs enter Wednesday ranked seventh in MLS in shots on goal with 38 in six games, 
seven behind league-leader Montreal (45)... on Saturday, the Revs sent five shots on goal, 
but were unable to score ... the Revs have put at least five shots on goal in each of the last six 
games. 

JOSEPH CONTINUES TO LOG LOYAL MINUTES 

Shalrie Joseph's club-leading minutes played record (21,926 minutes) - which he set in the 
season opener at San Jose, passing now head coach and former teammate Jay Heaps 

(21.619) -comes with special distinction ... one of only eight active MLS field players who have 
logged 20,000 or more minutes in their careers, Joseph is the only player on the list to played 
every minute of his career with the same club ... Joseph played his first minute with the Revs 
on April 19, 2003, and has played at least 2,000 minutes in eight of his nine previous seasons. 

ROWE’S THE CORNER GUY 

Just a rookie, Kelyn Rowe has already become one of the club's primary corner kick takers 

- depending on the side of the corner kick - serving 12 of the team's 25 corners this season 
... Chris Tierney, who generally takes the team's corners from the other side of the field, took a 
team-leading 71 corner kicks in 2011 and has nine so far this season. 

NEW FACES KEEP COMING 

In 2012, the Revolution has added 14 new players to the roster - a full half of the roster spots - 
since Jay Heaps assumed head coaching duties last November... the total includes six of the 
team's seven international players (Diego Fagundez is the seventh), four American newcomers 
who have previous professional experience (Blake Brettschneider, Lee Nguyen, Clyde Simms 
and Jeremiah White) and four draft picks (Tyler Polak, Alec Purdie, Mike Roach and Kelyn 
Rowe)... 13 of the team’s 14 newcomers have already made an MLS appearance. 

OTHER NEW FACES ON THE BENCH 

In addition to the new players, there are several other new faces around the Revolution locker 
room this year... assistant coach Jay Miller is Jay Heaps’ primary assistant, coming to the 
Revs with more than 30 years of professional coaching experience, including time with U.S. 
Soccer... Nick Downing has joined the staff as the club’s first-ever Strength & Conditioning 
coach ... the former Revs defender retired in 2005 and has been a certified personal trainer 
specializing in soccer and sport-specific training since ... finally, the Revs added American 
soccer veteran David Vaudreuil to the staff as the club's reserve team coach ... a 14-year 
professional player - including seven years in MLS with D.C., Miami, Colorado and Chicago 

- Vaudreuil has 10 years of coaching and managing experience since retiring as a player in 
2002. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 

(21.619) appearances (243) and starts (238).
